Passed in Senate 


Watermelon Queen

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate has passed a $9-billion 
housing bill described as one of 
the most important put togeth- 
er in years. 


Major provisions of the bill 


would control closing costs on 
home 
mortgages, 
subsidize 


mass-transit deficits and con- 
solidate federal housing pro- 
grams. 


The measure, sent to the 


House where action isn't likely 
until after the Easter recess, 
includes some of President Nix- 
on's 
recommendations, 
but 


Democrats altered several of 
them. 


The mass-transit feature of 


the legislation would furnish 
federal subsidies to pay deficits 
of subways, bus lines and com- 
muter trains. 


These are opposed by the 


Nixon administration, however, 
and there were indications in 
the debate that the money 
would not be spent for this pur- 
pose even if Congress approves 
it. 


Sponsors of the subsidies de- 


clared that mass-transit sys- 
tems are folding all over the 
nation and only federal help 


can keep many of them run- 
ning. 


Opponents declared the pro- 


gram would mean an endless 
drain on the Treasury, since 
cities 
could keep 
fares 
at 


uneconomic levels and put in 
for more and more subsidies. 


The section on mortgage-clos- 


ing costs would direct the Hous- 
ing and Urban Development 
Department to develop within 
six months regulations putting 
controls on all settlement costs. 


The provision would cover 


FHA and VA loans as well as 
conventional mortgages bought 
by government corporations. 


The Senate expanded the pro- 


vision on the floor to prohibit 
kickbacks on the part of law- 
yers, title companies, insurance 
firms and others in connection 
with the closings. 


The consolidation section of 


the bill, asked by Nixon, would 
set up eight basic housing-as- 
sistance programs to replace 
the present total of about 50. 


Another provision, concerned 


with the President's special 
revenue-sharing 
proposal 
for 


housing, 
would 
consolidate 


eight programs aimed at elimi- 
nation of slums and improve- 
ment of urban housing. 


Jobless Rate Drops, 
Wages Show Increase

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


nation's unemployment rate 
dipped in February, and work- 
ers' average earnings kept well 
ahead of the rise in living 
costs, the government reported 
today. 


The jobless rate 
declined 


from 5.9 to 5.7 per cent of the 
work force, said the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. 


It also said average weekly 


earnings of some 45 million 
rank and file workers—more 
than half the nation's employ- 
ment total—rose 35 cents per 


week to $130.27 because of the 
rise in the length of the work 
week. 


The bureau's report said this 


represented an earnings gain of 
$7.66 or 6.2 per cent over the 
past year. The 3.4 per cent rise 
in consumer prices over the 
same period left workers with a 
net wage gain of $3.24 per 
week. 


The actual number of unem- 


ployed persons last month re- 
mained unchanged at 5.4 mil- 
lion, but after seasonal adjust- 
ment for the usual February

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Nixon administration's antinar- 
cotics drive has succeeded in 
reducing the amount of heroin 
smuggled from overseas and in 
cutting the supply in the United 
States, the Treasury Depart- 
ment's chief enforcement offi- 
cial,says. 


"You ask anyone on campus, 


and they'll tell you heroin is 
out," Eugene T. Ross ides, the 
Treasury's assistant secretary 
for enforcement, trade and op- 
erations, said in an interview. 
Rossides oversees the Customs 
Bureau. 


He said increased seizures of 


heroin do not reflect more 
smuggling, but indicate to him 
that the government is making 
headway in trimming the sup- 
ply. 


"I believe that we are cutting 


more of it," Rossides said. 
"That's my own belief. But I 
have no false optimism about 
it. We still have a long way to 


go." 


Rossides ponted to 1971 fig- 


ures which showed that the 
United 
States 
seized 
1,308 


pounds of heroin, an increase of 
almost 1,000 pounds over 970. 


"The 
President's 
program 


has turned the corner on drug 
abuse, 
particularly 
heroin 


abuse," he said. "We were in 
the dark ages before.'' 


Nixon announced a many-fac- 


eted program 
last year to 


tackle the drug-abuse problem. 
One of the most 
important 


things, said Rossides, is that 
the problem was elevated to 
the foreign-policy level. 


He said seizure of 937 pounds 


of heroin Thursday by French 
customs officials at Marseille 
proved the value of that deci- 
sion. "It's the most important 
seizure in history," he said. 


"I 
congratulate

mendous job done by France, 
which has been unfairly criti- 
cized this year as if they 
haven't been doing enough,"

Russia to Give $42 Million 
in Aid to the Bangladesh 


MOSCOW (AP) - The Soviet 


government 
has 
promised 


Prime Minister Mujibur Rah- 
man that it will give his Bang- 
ladesh government $42.2 million 
in aid promised the Pakistani 
government for Mujib's territo- 
ry while it was East Pakistan, 
Bangladesh sources reported. 


The funds, obtained by the 


prime minister during two days 
of talks with Soviet leaders in 
the Kremlin, are to finance a 
thermal power plant, an elec- 
trical manufacturing plant, oil 
and gas exploration, radio facil- 
ities and other development 
projects. 


The Soviet government froze 


the funds just before the India- 
Pakistan war in December, in 
which Bangladesh was born. 
The Soviets sided with India in 
the war. 


Bangladesh 
sources 
added 


Thursday night that additional 
technical, industrial and other 
kinds of assistance to the war- 
torn nation is to be provided 
under a second agreement be- 
tween Mujib and the Soviet 
leaders. No figure was given 
for this aid, but the sources 
said it would be substantial. 


Tne second agreement is to 


be initialed before the Bengali 
leader ends his visit on Mon- 
day. 


The United States has not 


recognized Mujib's government, 
and there has been no word 
from Washington of revival of 
any U.S. development projects 
in the region. But the United 
States has contributed about 
$100 million in food and medi- 
cal assistance for Bangladesh 
and its refugees in India. 


Congress is expected to ap- 


prove a request from the Nixon 
administration for another $175 
million in assistance funds, and 
the U.S. Agency for Inter- 
national 
Development 
an- 


nounced last month it would 
provide $21 million worth of 
wheat and rice to Bangldesh.

(AP) — The United Nations has 
a plan for fighting dangerous 
drugs. Now it needs money. 


The organization's Fund for 


Drug Abuse Control, with U.N. 
specialized agencies, has listed 
160 projects to fight narcotics 
abuse around the 
world 
at 


three levels—source, demand 
and traffic. 


The price tag for the five- 


year program is $100 million. 
There is $3 million in the kitty. 
Officials are seeking more, but 
stress a quality not quantity ap- 
proach, saying the type of pro- 
gram is more important than 
the cost. 


Carl W. A. Schumann, a 


Dutch diplomat in charge of the 
fund, says a few projects al- 
ready are under way with em- 
phasis on helping people who 
raise cannabis and opium to 
switch to other crops. 


The most successful of these 


projects to date, he said, is in 
the Thai portion of the so-called 
"Golden Triangle" where Thai- 
land, Burma and Laos meet- 
one of the biggest production 
areas in the world for opium 
poppies. 


Experimental stations to try 


to find other crops which can 
be grown have been set up in 
two villages by the United Na- 
tions and in others by the Thai 
government.

Bombers Support 
S. Vietnam Push

SAIGON (AP) - 
Supported 


by heavy U.S. B52 strikes, 10,- 
000 South Vietnamese 
troops 


have launched a new ground 
operation designed to counter 
the reported North Vietnamese 
buildup on the western side of 
the central highlands, military 
spokesmen reported today. 


The U.S. Command said its 


B52 bombers had flown more 
than 30 missions in the region 
since Monday. The Americans 
also reported a small observa- 
tion plane shot down in Laos 
and three more air strikes in 
North Vietnam. 


Initial reports said there was 


only light fighting in the new 
ground drive launched Thurs- 
day about 300 miles north of 
Saigon. 


But South Vietnamese troops 


sweeping within a mile of an 
artillery base in the area found 
the bodies of 20 North Vietnam- 
ese killed by the B52 strikes, 
the U.S. Command said. 


The South Vietnamese com- 


mand announced that the com- 
mander of the 22nd Infantry Di- 
vision in the highlands has been 
replaced but denied published 
reports that it was because he 
was a poor leader. 


The 22nd Division is consid- 


ered one of the weakest in 
South Vietnam's army, but a 
spokesman said its command- 
er, Brig. Gen. Le Ngoc Trien, 


was replaced because he has a 
lung ailment. 


U.S. and South Vietnamese 


officers have been saying for 
two months that the Communist 
command is planning a major 
offensive in the highlands. 


According to intelligence re- 


ports, North Vietnam has about 
25,000 troops along the border 
region. During the past two 
weeks, there have been a series 
of light shelling attacks against 
border base camps and numer- 
ous harassing attacks along the 
highways. 


In the air war, an American 


OV10 
observation plane was 


shot down while on a reconnais- 
sance mission over southern 
Laos, but the pilot, Capt. Mah- 
lon H. Long III of Pulaski, 
Tenn., bailed out and was 
rescued in good condition 90 
minutes later. 


The U.S. Command reported 


that Air Force F4 fighter es- 
corts bombed an antiaircraft 
site in North Vietnam 40 miles 
north of the demilitarized zone 
after it fired on an unarmed re- 
connaissance Phantom. Results 
of the strike were not known. 


Other U.S. fighters escorting 


bombers over Laos attacked a 
missile radar site and an air 
defense radar site in North Vie- 
tanm at points nine and 55 
miles above the DMZ. The air 
defense radar site was believed 
destroyed, the command said.

may be raised as a result of an 
increase in the purse or prize 
money, the Internal Revenue 
Service said Thursday. 


The IRS said an increase in 


the purse is an allowable cost 
increase justifying a price rise 
even though the decision to in- 
crease the purse is made by 
the sponsor himself. 


In addition, the IRS said, if a 


sponsor increases the purse, he 
may increase entry fees and 
charges for programs and sim- 
ilar items, as well as ticket 
prices. 


The IRS emphasized the rul- 


ing applies only to sporting 
events offering a purse or a 
cash 
prize, such as 
boxing 


matches, horse racing, and golf 
arid tennis tournaments.

Only Germs Cause 
Venereal Disease 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb—I read 


your column on venereal dis- 
ease and I have a few ques- 
tions that weren't answered. 
I am the m o t h e r of two 
teen-age children and ques- 
tions are frequently put to 
me that I feel must be an- 
swered. I understand that 
VD is contracted from sexvial 
contact and caused by bac- 
teria, but how does it origin- 
ate in the beginning? Is it 
the type of sexual activity 
or is'it only by intercourse 
with an infected partner? 
Can two people who are free 
of the disease infect each 
other because of their per- 
sonal habits or can it be 
started 
by having sexual 


intercourse with more than 
one person if none are in- 
fected? Can it orginate on its 
own because of unclean con- 
ditions? I believe these are 
questions that our young in- 
experienced teen-agers need 
to know. 


Dear Reader—You are ab- 


solutely right. There is hard- 
ly any problem that is bene- 
fited by ignorance. The two 
most common forms of ven- 
ereal disease, syphilis and 
gonorrhea, are usually trans- 
mitted from an infected per- 
son to a noninfected person. 
In other words, you can't get 
venereal disease from sexual 
intercourse unless one of the 
partners already has the dis- 
ease. While cleanliness is 
desirable, 
unless venereal 


disease is present there is no 
way that sexual intercourse 
by itself will cause it. 


Gonorrhea is spread by 


sexual intercourse. Syphilis 
is almost always spread that 
way too. However, I must 
add that 
the germ that 


causes syphilis can survive 
for a short period of time in 
moisture outside the human 
body. Thus, it is possible to 
transmit syphilis if the germ 
is in a drop of fluid from 
utensils or by any contact 
with an infected person who 
transmits 
infected m o i s t 


droplets from one person to 
another. Obviously, what is 
commonly referred to as 
"French kissing" is one way. 


A person may be physical- 


ly clean and still have ven- 
ereal disease. The female is 
particularly likely to have 
no symptoms at all from 
disease. The male usually

Signs of Resurgence 
in Christianity 


NEW YORK (AP) - In an 


era of religious ferment, in- 
cluding 
widespread 
anti-in- 


stitutionalism and the rise of 
new forms of faith and esoteric 
cults, some church thinkers see 
signs of a genuine, far-reaching 
resurge in Christianity. 


Oddly, the optimistic tore- 


casts come at a time church or- 
ganizational figures show a 
sag. 


However, those who see a big 


upturn ahead say that current 
conditions making for it include 
not only religious upheaval, but 
the 
current 
tide 
of 
social 


change, urban concentration, 
cultural unrest and even per- 
vasive technology. 


'•A new era of the spirit has 


come," the Rev. Dr. John A. 
Mackay, a Presbyterian schol- 
ar and former long-time presi- 
dent of Princeton Theological 
Seminary, writes in the weekly, 
Christianity Today. 


"In the past few years a 


mood has emerged, a move- 
ment has gotten under way that 
augurs the advent of an evan- 
gelical renaissance." 


As indications of it, he lists 


the "Jesus movement" among 
young people, a renewed focus 
on 
the 
"presence 
of Jesus 


Christ, the soaring growth of 
Christianity in Asia and Africa, 
the 
Pentecostal-like 
chari- 


smatic 
movement 
amon^; 


American 
Protestants 
and 


Catholics, and a wide new con- 
cern for "feeling" instead of 
mere logic. 


Various groups, both religious 


and otherwise, have reflected 
this increasing accent on "emo- 
tion" or "personalism." 
It's 


summed up in the phrase, "Ex- 
periencing is the thing." 


The Rev. Robert E. Coleman, 


of Asbury Theological Semi- 
nary, Wilmore, Ky., writes that 
"many people sense that some- 
thing great is on the horizon." 


He suggests it may resemble 


a worldwide re-enactment of 
the first Pentecost, when an 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit 
filled the people of Jerusalem, 
vitalizing the beginnings of the 
church. 


Some observers compare con- 


ditions now to that same period 
in

century, when 


Christianity

most spectacular growth. 


The expectations of resur- 


gence also come at a time 
when an unprecedentedly broad 
array of church groups

WR Defends 
GIs in Battle 


WASHINGTON (AP) - For- 


mer Arkansas Gov. Winthrop 
Rockfeller told an American 
Legion meeting here Thursday 
that only the men in the field in 
Vietnam can determine wheth- 
er troops should fire "on those 
blithely described as unarmed 
civilians." 


"How dare any American sit 


at home in safety and comfort 
and by pious indirection con- 
demn other Americans who at 
that moment may be fighting 
for their very lives — and his 
— on the other side of the 
world?" Rockefeller said. 


He said that to the ugliness of 


all war, the Vietnam conflict 
has added "a uniform that is 
indistinguishable from native 
clothing," and a "cunning that 
will send into a friendly camp a 
seemingly 
hapless 
peas- 


ant...who is, in fact, concealing 
beneath 
her 
simple 
garb 


enough high explosives to wipe 
out a company of men." 


Rockefeller posed the ques- 


tion of tether he would order 
troops 
to 
fire 
on 
persons 


"blithely" 
described 
as 


unarmed civilians. 


"I say to you — only the man 


who is there can answer that," 
Rockefeller said, answering the 
question. 


The former governor spoke to 


the National Security Commis- 
sion of the American Legion. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov. 


Dale Bumpers 
was 
praised 


Thursday by Rep. Bill Alexan- 
der, D-Ark.^ for his interest in 
the "hospital closing crisis" in 
Northeast Arkansas. 


Alexander said in a telegram 


to the governor that his investi- 
gation of the situation indicates 
that the Arkansas Health De- 
partment may have "weighted" 
the decision of the Department 
of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare, 
which Alexander said 


forced the closing of two North- 
east Arkansas hosptials and 
"threatens the survival of oth- 
ers." Alexander was not avail- 
able for comment on what he 
meant by "weighted." 


Bumpers said Wednesday he 


would try to obtain a one-year 
exemption for a Manila hospital 
from federal criteria that have 
forced the facility to close. The 
13-bed facility was closed in 
mid-February by the operator, 
Dr. Eugene Shaneyfelt. 


The criteria set out by HEW 


establish a number of require- 
ments that hospitals must meet 
in order to receive federal me- 
dicaid and medicare. Shaney- 
felt said he could not meet the 
requirements on the number of 
registered nurses that he must 
employ because the nurses are 
not available. 


Alexader has called the HEW 


actions an "unconscious 
dis- 


regard for the medical needs of 
nonmetropolitan areas." 


UN Impressed 
by China Trip

(AP) — George Bush, U.S. am- 
bassador to the United Nations, 
says President Nixon's China 
trip "captured the imagination 
of my peers at the United Na- 
tions more than anything has in 
a long time." 


Addressing a gathering at 


Bowling Green State University 
Thursday, Bush said his U.N. 
colleagues had expressed near- 
unanimous approval of Nixon's 
trip. He said having Red China 
in the United Nations has made 
the body "a more realistic im- 
age of the world as it is."

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


Washington-based environmen- 
talist group has rated the votes 
of House members of 15 ecolo- 
gy-linked issues and declares 
that most of them failed. 


The Leauge of Conservation 


Voters found the common score 
on a scale of 100 was zero, a 
nonscore earned by 26 mem- 
bers, including Rep. Wilbur D. 
Mills, D-Ark., a presidential as- 
pirant. 


The highest scored recorded 


in the rating, a percentage sys- 
tem with penalties for absence, 
was 93, a rating shared by 14 
House members.

Court Ruling Favors 
Howard Discount Co. 


GREENVILLE, Texas—At the 


conclusion of a 2-week trial in 
Greenville, Texas, a jury found 
that the Howard Discount Center 
had not misled the public in 
continuing to use a sign and 
newspaper advertising similar to 
those displayed by the Gibson 
Discount Center stores. 


Further jury findings include 


those that the outdoor ad- 
vertising sign and newspaper 
advertising were trademarks 
and-or service marks of H.R. 
Gibson, Sr., doing business as 
Gibson Products Co.; that 
Howard's had not infringed on 
the trademarks or service marks 
of H.R. Gibson, Sr.-Gibson 
Products Co.; that the use of the 
names "Gibson's of Greenville, 
Inc." and-or "Bigco" were not 
likely to mislead the public or 
confuse the business with that of 
H.R. Gibson, Sr. 


The suit had been filed by H.R. 


Gibson, Sr. doing business as 
Gibson Products Co. against 
Gibson's of Greenville, Inc., 
which is a wholly owned sub- 
sidiary of Howard-Gibco Corp. 
and operates in Greenville, 
Texas, and other cities as 
Howard's Discount Center. The 
contentions of Gibson were that 
his former franchisee, Howard's, 
was improperly using a sign and 
newspaper advertising and that 


this improper use had resulted in 
damage to him. 


The jury found for Howard 


Discourft Center on all of the 
contentions and further found 
that no damage had been 
sustained by Gibson. 


A similar suit had been filed by 


Gibson against Howard's in 
Plainview, Texas, but had been 
voluntarily dismissed by Gibson 
on the day the jury was to be 
selected. Gibson also has pen- 
ding in Ponca City, Oklahoma, a 
similar suit based on the same 
allegations as in the Greenville 
suit.
